H E laborious tafk of difciplining a new Regiment , firfl: fug- 
gefted about three years fince to the compiler the Idea of drawing 
The Eighteen Movements , and annexing the words of Command , 
as ordered by His Majesty' s Regulations of June 1 792 ; 
each of which he concluded by bringing the Regiment to its Ori- 
ginal Politioji in Line. 

The Affiftance which he derived from this method , both in 
acquiring , and conveying inftruftion , made him conceive that a 
workof this kind would be of great Utility ; particularly to Young 
Officers who are required in the Common Courfe of duty to have a 
pra&ical knowledge of what is to be performed in the Field long 

before it can be fuppofed , that they have made themfelves mafters 
of the whole of the theory , contained in Major General Dundas's 
Publication. 

This Idea and the folicitations of fome of his Military Acquain- 
tance have induced him to offer to the Public this Abridgement , 
relying on their candour for its fuccefs. 

If in the prefent age , when Military Science is likely to render 
its pofTeflbr materially ferviceable to His Country this feebly efTay 
fhall be found ufeful to the Young Soldier , the Author will efteem 
himfblf more than fortunate ; On the redlitude of his intentions, and 
his invariable adherence to the King's regulations, he refts his hope 
of the Indulgence , of all thofe , whofe experience & profeffional 
knowledge , have rendered them judges of any imperfedions it 
mav have.

X HE number of paces mentioned in the fevcral movements are not pofitively pref- 
cribed, but are fuppofed to be nearly fuch as will give the intended relative fituations. 
—- If the ground allows the marches to the rear and front to be longer, it will be fo much 
the better. 

No improper paufes (hould be made betwixt the connedted parts of the fame movement. 
-— The detached points necelTary in formation (hould be timeoudy prepared and given. 

The advance of the battalion fhould inflantly fucceed the forming of the line; and when it 
arrives and halts at the point where it is to fire, the firing ought inflantly to commence at 
the world Halt; for, the battalion having been apprized during the march, of the nature of 
the required firng, no improper delay need therefore be made. 

The greatefl care is to be taken by the officers and under-officers in the rear ( whofe 
principal attention this is ) , that the rear ranks are well locked up in the firings, and that in 
loading they do not fall back. 

The line, if retiring, halts] fronts, at one command and inflantly begins firing, having 
been apprized during its movement of the nature of the firing. 

Thepaufebetwixt each of the firing words iliiiitf Ready^ Pre/hnt^ Fire; is the fame as the 
ordinary time, viz. the 75 th. part of a minute, and no other paufe is to be made betwixt 
the words. 

In firing by Cwnfianies by wings.'"' Each wing carries on its fire independent, without regard 
to the other wing, whether it fires frond the centre to the flanks or from the flanks to the centre. 
If there are five companies in the wing , two paufes will be made betwixt the^r^ of each, 
and the make ready of the fucceeding one. — If there are four companies in the wing, three 
paufes will be made betwixt the fire of each, and the make ready ol the fucceeding one. — 
This will allow fufficient time for the firfl company to have again loaded, and fhouldered at 
the time the lafl company fires, and will eflablilh proper intervals between each. 

rin firing by Grand Divifions^ three paufes will be made betwixt the fire of each divifion, 
and the make ready of the fucceeding one. 

In firing by Wtngs^ one wing will make ready the inflant the other is fhouldering. -— The 
commandmg officer of the battalion fires the wings. 

In firing companies by Files each company fires independent. -— Wlien the right file 
prefents, the next makes ready, and fo on. — Afler the firfl fire, each man as he loads comes 
to a recover, and the file again fires without waiting for any other: the rear rank men are to 
have their eyes on their front rank men, and be guided by, and prefent with,* them. 

In general, afler the march in front, and halt of the battalion, company or platoon firing 
fhould begin from the centre, and not from the flanks. — In other cafes, and in fucceffive for- 
mations, it may begin from whatever divifion firfl arrives, and halts on its ground, j 

The intention of fixing upon fome of the mofl effential infantry movements, and thus or- 
-dering them to be executed by each battalion when feen feparately, is, that thereby the 
Jnffie^ing General may be enabled to report the more minutely and comparatively, on the 
performance by each battalion^ of the great leading points of movement. 
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
